“ It is v ery easy to Charg e so meo ne with a crime and 
v ery difficult to pro v e it,” State’s Atty . Patrick Ward said 
during a mo rning press co nference called to repo rt pro g ­ 
ress m ade in the May 1 4 sho o ting death o f po liceman Ma­ 
nuel “ Ro cky ” Terro nez. 


Ward blasted o ut at the Go v erno r’s o ffice fo r drasti­ 
cally cutting crime lab budg ets acro ss the state, the result 
o f which “ has substantially hampered this inv estig atio n,” 
Ward charg ed. 


He quo ted Go v . Daniel Walker as calling the state 
crime labs “ the frills o f law enfo rcement.” 


One item, which Ward wo uld no t disclo se, has been 
returned fro m the lab and sho ws who mig ht hav e been in 
the Nachusa Ho use mo tel ro o m with Terro nez. The results 
fro m 1 00 o ther articles submitted fo r anly sis the day after 
the sho o ting , hav e no t been receiv ed, Ward said. 


“ The effect o f the budg et cut has reduced manpo wer 
in the state’s crime labs to the po int that o ne man in Ro ck 
Island, where mo st o f pur ev idence was sent, is do ing the 
wo rk fo r all o f central Illino is,” Ward said. 


The v ictim was fo und ly ing in bed by a maid making 
her ro unds May 1 5. A .3 8 caliber bullet was disco v ered 
lo dg ed in a pillo w under his head. The weapo n used, al­ 
tho ug h no t reco v ered, was fired into the left temple at 
po int-blank rang e, po lice said. 


Ward said the tim e.o f death has been narro wed to a 
two -ho ur time span, ho wev er, wo uld no t say when. 


“ We think we kno w where the g un is, but we hav en’t 
had time to swim do wn and find it,” Ward said, indicating 
the weapo n was thro wn into the Ro ck Riv er. 


“ I feel a deep and abiding o blig atio n to pro v ide info r­ 
matio n to the public in this inv estig atio n,” Ward said in 
his o pening statment. Altho ug h he, in his o wn wo rds, is 


“ chief inv estig ato r” in the pro be he has kept a tig ht clam p 
o n specifics. 


Ward said his o ffice has instructed bo th the crim e labs 
in Ro ck Island, Jo liet and Spring field and the Dix o n Po lice 
Department to take their tim e in their inv estig atio n and 
analy sis. 


“ I hav e requested Po lice Chief Earl Kelchner and his 
men to wo rk slo wly and dilig ently in this matter and in­ 
structed the crim e lab to take the time needed to analy ze 
the ev idence. 


“ Amo ng the 1 00 items submitted fo r analy sis are hair 
samples, blo o d samples, cig arettes, match bo o ks and o th­ 
er item s fo und in ro o m 9 o f the m o tel,” he added. 


Ward called the po ssibility o f suicide “ a bit rem o te” 
at this po int in the inv estig atio n, “ altho ug h we need the 
lab repo rts to co nfirm this theo ry ,” he said. 


Ward said mo re than 2 00 perso ns hav e been ques­ 
tio ned id the co urse o f the inv estig atio n which has in­ 
v o lv ed mo re than 3 ,000 man-ho urs. 
Asked if an arrest wo uld be m ade so o n after the lab 
repo rts are receiv ed, Ward said “ we will make an arrest 
when we hav e a case—we are building o ne no w. ” 


“ Our basic duty is no t to arrest and pro secute, but to 
secure justice,” Ward no ted. 
The o nly name to surface in the inv estig atio n is that o f 
Mrs. Felipa Garcia, who liv ed near the v ictim at the Co lo - 
ma Co urt ho using pro ject in Ro ck Falls. She testified at an 
inquest held May 21 that she was with Terro nez o n the 
nig ht o f May 1 4 . She was halted fro m say ing any thing fur­ 
ther by her atto rney , Tho mas Kav adas. 


Ward said she has no t been cleared as o f y et. 
No mo tiv e has been established. 
Terro nez, a Sterling po liceman, called in sick abo ut 1 0 
p.m. o n the nig ht o f May 1 4 . He was to hav e repo rted fo r 
wo rk o n the nig ht shift.

The Natio nal Paint and 
Co ating s Asso ciatio n (NPCA) 
is warning parents o f the in­ 
creased lead-po iso ning haz­ 
ard during the summer sea­ 
so n as part o f a natio nal 
“ Co mmunity Awareness” 
pro g ram. The asso ciatio n 
po ints o ut that medical statis­ 
tics sho w a sharp increase in 
lead-po iso ning cases during 
the mo nths May thro ug h Sep­ 
tember. 
Acco rding to NPCA, o ne o f 
the causes o f lead po iso ning is 
the ing estio n o f o ld, pre-Wo rld 
War II leaded paints, co ntain­ 
ing up to 5 0 per cent white lead. 
These paints can still be fo und 
o n the walls o f o ld building s, 
especially in inner-city areas. If 
this o ld paint beg ins to peel it 
can be eaten by children and 
cause leadpo iso ning . Children 
under ag e 6 are the mo st fre­ 
quent v ictims o f this illness, 
especially to ddlers between 12 
mo nths and 3 6 mo nths o f ag e. 
This is an ag e o f ex plo ratio n fo r 
mo st children and many will 
put no n-fo o d substances in their 
mo uths. 
Lead po iso ning can o ccur in 
a child if o nly small amo unts 
o f lead are taken into the 
bo dy . Just a few small lead 
chips (appro x imately the size 
o f a fing ernail) eaten each 
week o v er a perio d o f abo ut 
three mo nths can cause lead 
po iso ning . 
The asso ciatio n sug g ests that 
parents be alert to the sy mp­ 
to ms o f lead po iso ning . Sy mp­ 
to ms include: sto machaches; 
irritability o r easy tiring ; lo ss 
o f appetite; co nstipatio n, and 
frequent v o miting . If a child 


has o ne o r mo re o f these sy mp­ 
to ms fo r mo re than a sho rt pe­ 
rio d o f time, immediate medi­ 
cal ex aminatio n is reco mmend­ 
ed. Early detectio n is the key to 
prev enting permanent phy sical 
damag e. When lead po iso ning 
is caug ht early , say s NPCA, it 
can be treated and cured. 
Parents are cautio ned by 
the paint industry to take the 
fo llo wing steps to prev ent 
childho o d lead po iso ning : 
1. Sweep any peeling paint o ff 
walls, wo o dwo rk and ceiling 
with a stiff brush o r bro o m. 
Then, be sure to thro w all lo o se 
pieces away . 
2. Keep lo o king fo r new paint 
chips and peeling paint. Sweep 
them away befo re children can 
g et them. Keeping the lo wer 
parts o f walls free o f peeling 
paint is mo st impo rtant. This is 
where children can reach it 
mo st easily . 
3 . Do n’t let children chew o n 
wo o dwo rk, stair railing s o r 
o ther places which hav e been 
painted ev en if the paint isn’t 
flaking . 
4 . Giv e children safe thing s to 
chew— crusts o f bread, to y s 
made fo r chewing . 
5. Tell sisters, bro thers and 
baby -sitters no t to let children 
eat paint chips o r chew o n 
wo o dwo rk, stair railing s o r 
o ther painted surfaces. 
6. Do n’t let children chew o n 
painted o bjects o n building ex ­ 
terio rs either. These can co n­ 
tain hig h amo unts o f lead. 
These areas include po rch o r 
balco ny railing s, strips o f paint 
o ff walls, o r paint o n junk o r 
rubbish which may be ly ing 
o utside a building befo re dis­ 
po sal. 
If a child liv es in an o lder 
ho use o r building and has 
been seen chewing painted 
surfaces o r eating paint chips 
o r plaster, the Asso ciatio n 
urg es immediate medical ex ­ 
aminatio n, ev en if no lead- 
po iso ning sy mpto ms hav e ap­ 
peared.

Fo r tho se o f u s who hav e 
been o bserv in g the hearin gs with 
reaso n able care, there has n o t been 
the in n er tu rmo il when Chairman 
Sam Erv in cu t o ff the q u estio n s ev ­ 
ery time Dean was abo u t to be 
blo o died. 
Tho se who merely saw the TV 
clip s o f the hearin gs can n o t share 
my rev u lsio n fo r the Dean p erfo rm­ 
an ce.

Tliis was 
ho w he ev aded testify in g co gen tly to 
the fact that he was fired fro m a 
law firm fo r blatan t an d sho ckin gly 
u n ethical co n flict o f in terest. 
Bu t o n the q u estio n o f the $4,8 5 0 
he clearly embezzled, Dean stu t­ 
tered, tu rn ed red, lied, an d was 
sav ed o n ly by Sen ato r Erv in ’s ex ­ 
cu ses. 
Dean had testified that he dip p ed 
in to su bstan tial fu n ds en tru sted to 
him becau se he was cau ght sho rt o f 
cash o n the ev e o f a “three-week” 
ho n ey mo o n an d that he did n o t wan t 
to u se his credit card—“I do n ’t like 
to liv e o n credit”—which might hav e 
made sen se, ex cep t that it in v o lv ed a 
sp o t o f embezzlemen t.

At that 
time, largely u n n amed so u rces were 
ju st begin n in g to make lin ks be­ 
tween the White Ho u se an d the Wa­ 
tergate break-in an d bu ggin g. 
To day McGo v ern su ggests that 
his “I to ld y o u so ” wo u ld n o t add bu t 
in deed might ten d to su btract fro m 
the imp act o f the seemin gly en dless 
tale o f Watergate. 
He say s the case again st admin ­ 
istratio n figu res gets p ro p er n o n p ar­ 
tisan fo rce fro m the in q u iries an d 
co mmen ts o f su ch Rep u blican s as 
Erv in co mmittee Sen s. 
Ho ward 
Baker o f Ten n essee an d Lo well 
Weicker o f Co n n ecticu t, an d the 
well-kn o wn Sen . Barry Go ldwater o f 
Arizo n a. 
It is ju st p o ssible, ho wev er, that 
an o ther facto r lies behin d McGo v ­ 
ern ’s declared relu ctan ce to p lu n ge 
heav ily in to the Watergate debate. 
To do so wo u ld embro il him fairly 
steadily in the co u n try ’s ho ttest n a­ 
tio n al co n tro v ersy . Mo st likely it 
wo u ld mean sp lashin g his face 
acro ss telev isio n screen s mu ch as if 
the 1972 camp aign were still o n . An d 
that is ju st what Geo rge McGo v ern 
do es n o t n eed right n o w. 
He believ es that he faces a diffi­ 
cu lt battle fo r re-electio n as sen ato r 
fro m So u th Dako ta in 1974. He lo st 
the state to Mr. Nix o n last fall. He is 
co n v in ced that his hard two -y ear 
camp aign fo r the p residen cy gav e 


man y So u th Dako tan s a feelin g o f 
n eglect, a feelin g he had deserted 
them fo r the n atio n al scen e. 
The p ro blem was n o t lessen ed by 
the fact that the then in cu mben t Re­ 
p u blican sen ato r, Karl Mu n dt, was 
ho bbled by a stro ke. 
So , as he sees it, McGo v ern ’s No . 
1 task these day s is to p ersu ade 
So u th Dako ta v o ters that he cares. 
Win n in g in that stro n gly Rep u blican 
state is n ev er easy fo r a Demo crat. 
His p resen t situ atio n is wo rse than 
u su al. 
Plain ly , he do esn ’t co n sider him­ 
self barred fro m discu ssin g n atio n al 
issu es gen erally . His self-p erceiv ed 
n ecessity is to cho o se carefu lly , 
stressin g eco n o mic an d o ther p ro b­ 
lems which imp in ge mo st directly 
u p o n his ho me-state co n stitu en cy . 
Watergate seems to in terest n early 
ev ery bo dy , bu t it’s Bro adway -sty le 
stu ff an d what McGo v ern n eeds is a 
go o d lo cal ro ad sho w. 
McGo v ern ’s ho me-state tro u bles 
co n su me him so tho ro u ghly that he 
sho ws little o f the ev an gelical fire 
which in v ested his p residen tial cam­ 
p aign in g. TTio u gh he o bv io u sly feels 
as stro n gly abo u t Watergate as ev er, 
he wo n ’t discu ss p o ssible imp each­ 
men t p ro ceedin gs again st the Presi­ 
den t, o r ev en call fo r his resign atio n 
as su ch Demo crats as Wisco n sin ’s 
Go v . Patrick Lu cey hav e do n e. 
The mo st McGo v ern will say , an d 
this q u ietly , is that Mr. Nix o n in an 
o rderly so ciety sho u ld n o t be bey o n d 
the reach o f the law if he is gu ilty o f 
either p articip atio n in o r p rio r 
kn o wledge o f the Watergate affair, 
o r later co v er-u p . No t to p ay fo r su ch 
gu ilt, the sen ato r argu es, wo u ld be 
wo rse than an y p o ssible p araly sis 
fro m drawn -o u t imp eachmen t p ro ­ 
ceedin gs.

The check co v erin g the 
$4,8 5 0 he had “bo rro wed” was o n e 
written at the time he tu rn ed o v er 
the fu n ds to his lawy er. An d what 
had hap p en ed to the o rigin al check? 
Dean said he had to rn it u p o n the in ­ 
stru ctio n s o f his lawy er—so methin g 
the lawy er go t o u t fro m u n der v ery 
fast sin ce it wo u ld hav e in v o lv ed him 
in the destru ctio n o f ev iden ce. Did 
he hav e a check stu b fo r the o rigin al 
check? Dean said he did n o t. He had 
lo o se checks in his desk drawer an d 
had u sed o n e o f them, keep in g n o 
reco rd o f the tran sactio n . 
At this p o in t, with Dean badly

came to the rescu e, in terru p tin g the 
q u estio n in g to state that the witn ess 
had bro u ght u p the matter o f the 
$4,8 5 0, when he co u ld hav e remain ed 
silen t. Bu t this was, o f co u rse, n o n ­ 
sen se. Dean was aware that tho se 
who had en tru sted him with the se­ 
cret fu n d wo u ld kn o w what was in it. 
Either he had taken the mo n ey fo r 
himself o r he had u sed it fo r so me 
p ay -o ff which he co u ld n o t ackn o wl­ 
edge. So Dean was allo wed to make 
beau tifu l statemen ts abo u t his dedi­ 
catio n to tru th, while the chairman 
n o dded hap p ily .

It’s a min o rity rep o rt, bu t the im­ 
p lied dissatisfactio n is a co mmo n 
sen timen t in Ev an sv ille, the hu b o f a 
q u iet co rn er o f Middle America’s 
heartlan d. 
Risin g p rices, p articu larly fo r 
fo o d, an d talk o f a gaso lin e sho rtage 
are so u rces o f irritatio n if n o t in dig­ 
n atio n in Ev an sv ille an d the ro llin g 
In dian a-Dlin o is-Ken tu cky area su r­ 
ro u n din g it. 
There is a widesp read assu mp ­ 
tio n that majo r o il co mp an ies are 
“san dbaggin g” cru de o il, ho ldin g 
back the su p p ly to fo rce u p p rices 
an d cu t o ff gaso lin e to the in dep en d­ 
en t, cu t-rate statio n s. “It’s a trick to 
beat the little man ,” say s o n e resi­ 
den t. 
The remark is a reflectio n o f a 
widely held su sp icio n o f an y thin g 
that is to o big, to o co mp licated. 
It’s a co u n try -smart su sp icio n , fed 
by y ears o f watchin g small farms 
bein g go bbled u p by co rp o rate farm 
o r “agri-bu sin ess” o p eratio n s, o f 
watchin g Big co al co mp an ies mo v ­ 
in g in with their gian t drag lin es to 
strip the life fro m the gro u n d in the 
co al-rich areas o f the Tri-State. 
“This bign ess, it’s again st ev ery ­ 
thin g o u r American heritage has al­ 
way s been fo r,” p ro claims Ray Pu r­ 
cell, a sto cky refin ery wo rker. 
If it’s an o v erstatemen t, an d few 
p eo p le ev en in co n serv ativ e so u th­ 
ern In dian a go that far, it do es strike 
a resp o n siv e cho rd. TTiere is a lin ­ 
gerin g su sp icio n that risin g fo o d 
p rices are the resu lt o f fat p ro fits fo r 
big meat p ackers o r fo r big Western 
feedlo ts an d v egetable farms. 
“Did y o u read that in the p ap er?” 
a den tist challen ges his co mp an io n s 
at lu n ch. “We’re go n n a be p ay in ’ 90 
cen ts a head fo r lettu ce! ” 
Bu t in Ev an sv ille, few will. 
TTiey ’H gro w lettu ce an d to mato es in 
back-y ard garden s, an d bu y cheap er 
cu ts o f meat. It’s the p ractical ap ­ 
p ro ach, an d they ’re p ractical p eo ­ 


p le. 
If there is an y thin g that escap ed 
their distru st o f bign ess, it’s go v ern ­ 
men t. No t becau se they tru st big 
go v ern men t mo re. Becau se they 
tru st it the same. 
“They ain ’t an y p o litics bu t 
what’s cro o ked,” a white-haired 
man adv ises a y o u n ger co mp an io n 
acro ss a table in a sho p p in g cen ter 
co ffee sho p . 
It’s a ru le o f thu mb in In dian a, 
where a ru stic hu mo rist o n ce o b­ 
serv ed that ev ery n o w an d then an 
in n o cen t man gets sen t to the state 
legislatu re. 
An d so the Watergate affair fails 
to co mman d mo re than p assin g at­ 
ten tio n . It’s a co n firmatio n o f what 
they already kn ew, that “p o litics is 
p o litics.” 
The brev ity o f their in terest is in ­ 
dicated by the time it to o k v iewers to 
begin callin g an Ev an sv ille telev i­ 
sio n statio n to co mp lain that the tel­ 
ev ised Watergate hearin gs were 
p re-emp tin g their fav o rite p ro ­ 
grams. Hie hearin gs began at 9 a.m. 
o n e mo rn in g an d the calls started at 
9:15 . 
There is little sy mp athy fo r the 
lo sin g can didate who se camp aign 
was the target. Few p eo p le in the 
area v o ted fo r McGo v ern —he drew 
less than a third o f the v o te in Ev ­ 
an sv ille—an d a lo t less wo u ld admit 
it.

They are 
p ractical, realistic p eo p le who 
aren ’t afraid o f resp o n sibility .

Scott praises passage 
of consumer legislation 


SPRINGFIELD — Attorney 
General William J. Scott said 
today that Illinois consu mers 
were big winners in the spring 
session 
of 
the 
General 
Assembly with passage of three 
key bills, inclu ding a “little 
Federal Trade Commission 
act.” 
In addition to the “little 
F.T.C.” measu re, the legisla­ 
tu re approv ed a bill requ iring 
fu ll disclosu re of information in 
the sale of franchises, and a 
one-to-three y ear jail penalty 
for price fix ing and other an­ 
titru st v iolations. All three bills 
were drafted by the Attorney 
General’s office. 
Three other bills, dealing 
with py ramid sales schemes, 
contracts 
written 
in 
the 
langu age spoken by the bu y er 
(to aid the Spanish-speaking, 
for ex ample), and the placing 
of real estate sales u nder the 
Consu mer act remain aliv e, 
pending the nex t legislativ e 
session. 
Scott said the so-called “little 
F.T.C.” bill greatly ex pands 
the au thority of the Attorney 
General to deal with (1) u nfair 
competitiv e practices, (2) any 
deceptiv e or misrepresented 
trade or bu siness practice, and 
(3) allows the State of Illinois to 
u tilize the findings and ru lings 
of the United States Federal 
Trade Commission. 
In terms of penalties, the 
“little F.T.C.” act prov ides for 
fines u p to $5 0,000 and allows 


the Attorney General to seek 
cou rt 
inju nctions 
against 
u nlawfu l bu siness or trade 
practices. 
The 
Attorney 
General may also seek rev oca­ 
tion and-or su spension “any li­ 
cense, charter, franchise, cer­ 
tificate” or other permit to do 
bu siness in Illinois. 
Still another featu re of the 
bill allows indiv idu als to su e for 
damages and restitu tion which 
resu lt from an u nlawfu l con­ 
su mer practice. 
Scott said the bill, if signed by 
the Gov ernor, giv es 
new 
dimensions to enforcement 
against su ch deceptiv e prac­ 
tices as passing off goods and 
serv ices as those of another, 
false 
claims 
abou t 
the 
geographic origin of m er­ 
chandise, u ntru e claims abou t 
the standards or qu ality , and 
adv ertising goods and-or ser­ 
v ices with the intent not to sell 
them as adv ertised. 
Attorney General Scott said 
the legislation will be par­ 
ticu larly effectiv e in su ch sec­ 
tors as “bait adv erising,” mis­ 
branding, 
produ ct 
safety , 
referral sales, ficticiou s pricing 
and the gu arantee-warrantee 
field. 
Scott said that the jail penalty 
for 
antitru st 
v iolations, 
remov ed in the prev iou s session 
of the Assembly , has been re­ 
stored as a Class fou r felony 
which prov ides a one-to-three 
y ear jail term and-or a fine u p 
to $50,000 for v iolations of the

General Accou nting Office has 
cited fou r apparent v iolations 
of election laws in the transfer 
of $49,900 from President Nix ­ 
on’s re-election effort to a “Sa­ 
lu te for Ted Agnew” gala last 
y ear. 
The GAO said Thu rsday the 
Agnew committee falsely re­ 
ported the $49,900 as contribu ­ 
tions from 31 donors. It said 
also that the Finance Com­ 
mittee to Re-elect the President 
failed to report the transfer of 
the money . 
The GAO accu sed Blagden H. 
Wharton, treasu rer of the Ag­ 
new 
committee, 
of making 
“false, fictitiou s or frau du lent 
statements” and of “su bscrib­ 
ing u nder oath to materials he 
believ ed to be u ntru e.” 
The 
fou rth 
v iolation 
was 
against u nnamed persons “act­ 
ing for the committee” who 
“willfu lly participated in the ef­ 
fort to falsify , conceal or cov er 
u p” the $49,900 transfer. 
Wharton, a v ice president of 
Mary land National Bank and 
treasu rer of the Agnew salu te 


affair, was indicted by a grand 
ju ry in Anne Aru ndel Cou nty , 
Md., Ju ne 13. The indictment 
charged him with signing a 
false affidav it attesting to the 
tru th of a report filed Ju ne 14, 
1972; filing contradictory re­ 
ports on that date and on May 
29, 1973; failing to enter a pay ­ 
ment in the name of the person 
who made it, and failing to re­ 
port the receipt of some items 
from a caterer. 
Wharton pleaded innocent to 
the charges and was released 
on $1,000 personal recogniz­ 
ance. Trial is schedu led for 
Sept. 19. 
The GAO. which ov ersees the 
Federal Eelection Campaign 
Act of 1971, tu rned the report 
ov er to the Ju stice Department 
for possible criminal prose­ 
cu tion. 
Vice President Spiro T. Ag- 
new’s office said he had no part 
in arranging the May 1972 af­ 
fair in Baltimore, bu t that he 
agreed to participate in it to 
raise fu nds for Mary land state 
candidates. 
Hu gh W. Sloan^llr., former 


treasu rer of Nix on’s re-election 
finance committee, told the 
Senate Watergate committee of 
the fu nd transfer and said he 
assu med its pu rpose was to 
make the gala look more su c­ 
cessfu l than it was. 
The GAO said members of 
the Agnew committee reported 
soliciting 31 people who were 
listed on the committee’s Sept. 
10, 1972, report to the Office of 
Federal Elections as hav ing 
bou ght $49,900 worth of tickets 
for the affair. 
Roy Pfau tch of St. Lou is, 
Mo., a bookkeeping consu ltant 
for the Agnew committee, the 
GAO said, “assisted in obtain­ 
ing some of the names of the 
fictitiou s contribu tors and his 
secretary prepared and signed 
false docu ments su pporting the 
contribu tions.” 
Reached at home Thu rsday 
night, Pfau tch said, “I wou ld 
hope that none of u s on the Ag­ 
new 
Dinner 
Committee 
knowingly or willfu lly v iolated 
the law. To my knowledge, ev ­ 
ery one has been cooperativ e 
with federal au thorities looking 


into this matter. We were real­ 
ly only inv olv ed with holding a 
su ccessfu l dinner.” 


Last May 29, “apparently in 
anticipation of the testimony of 
Hu gh Sloan,” the GAO said, the 
Agnew committee filed a cor­ 
rection say ing the $49,900 had 
been transferred from Nix on’s 
finance committee and not do­ 
nated for tickets. In another 
v iolation charge, the GAO said 
the Agnew committee did not 
report $47,000 in corporate con­ 
tribu tions. Althou gh this money 
was kept in a separate accou nt, 
$4,000 of it was u sed to pay foT 
administrativ e ex penses in con­ 
nection with the Agnew gala. 


The GAO said the Mary land 
committee filed the corporate 
contribu tions with state offi­ 
cials bu t did not believ e it had 
to file a federal statement be­ 
cau se the money was for state 
candidates. Bu t the GAO said 
the federal law requ ires that all 
contribu tions by federally regis­ 
tered committees be reported 
to the Office of Federal Elec­ 
tions.

Ino rder to meet the recent 
directiv e fro m the Illino is 
Office o f the Superintendent o f 
Public Instructio n, the Ohio 
Public Scho o ls hav e changed 
the administrativ e structure in 
bo th districts. 
The directiv e fro m O.S.P.I. 
stated, “ After J uly 1, 19 73 the 
fo llo wing regulatio ns co n­ 
cerning the administratio n o f 
scho o l districts will be in effect 
and enfo rced: 
1. A unit superintendent shall 
be allo wed to serv e o nly as a 
unit superintendent. He will no t 
be allo wed to serv e also as a 
high scho o l o r elementary 
principal in additio n to being 
superintendent o f the unit. 
2. In dual districts the ad­ 
ministrato r may serv e as 
superintendent o f bo th the high 
scho o l and elementary districts 
but that is all. In o ther wo rds, 


he canno t also serv e as a 
principal in the high scho o l o r 
elementary districts in additio n 
to being superintendent o f bo th 
districts. 
3. A principal may serv e bo th 
the high scho o l and elementary 
scho o l. In o ther wo rds, he co uld 
be emplo y ed half time at each 
lev el to serv e as 
an 
ad­ 
ministrato r at two attendance 
centers but canno t teach. 
The Ohio scho o ls, being a 
dual district, failed to meet the 
state requirement due to the 
fact that the scho o l superin­ 
tendent was also the high scho o l 
principal. Therefo re, at a jo int 
meeting Mo nday , the bo ards, 
by a 14-0 decisio n, v o ted to hav e 
a co mmo n superintendent to 
serv e bo th districts and a 
co mmo n principal to serv e bo th 
districts.

Walker challenged to sign tax measure 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
Republican legislativ e leaders, 
stressing the o nly tax -relief 
plan that emerged fro m the 
spring sessio n o f the Illino is 
General Assembly was spo n­ 
so red by their party , are chal­ 
lenging Go v . Daniel Walker to 
sign the legislatio n. 
Ho use Speaker W. Ro bert 
Blair, R-Park Fo rest, and Sen­ 
ate President William C. Har­ 
ris, R-Po ntiac, Thursday turned 
the fo rmality o f signing a bill 
to cut the state sales tax by 
o ne-half per cent to fo ur and 
o ne-half per cent, into theat­ 
rics. 
Summo ning newsmen and 
cameramen into Harris’s State- 
ho use o ffice, Blair co y ly re­ 


marked, “ I ho pe he (Walker) 
do esn’t back o ut o n the issue o f 
tax relief.” 
Walker, who lo bbied perso n­ 
ally against the sales-tax cut 
and in fav o r o f his o wn in­ 
creased tax ex emptio n plan, 
has said he will hav e to take a 
lo o k at “ rev enue fo recasts fo r 
19 74,” befo re deciding whether 
to sign the measure. 
Passage o f the sales-tax leg­ 
islatio n was co mpleted by the 
Ho use in a 107-5 3 v o te J une 22. 
The signing by the two Republi­ 
cans o fficially v erifies that the 
bill was appro v ed in each 
chamber. 
“ We’d ho pe that at least in 
this o ne area, the go v erno r 
wo uld be acco untible,” Blair 


said. 
“ I wo uld think that no w that 
the smo ke has cleared, Go v . 
Walker wo uld realize that this 
plan makes sense,” Harris 
said. 
Harris said the Walker ex ­ 
emptio n pro po sal, which wo uld 
hav e raised the inco me ex ­ 
emptio n fro m $1,000 lo $1,400 
per perso n, was a “ dangero us 
step that the Legislature wisely 
resisted.” 
“ Minneso ta has placed a 
number o f ex emptio ns o n its 
tax and co nsequently has the 
highest state inco me tax in the 
natio n—10 per cent o n the av er­ 
age,” he said. 
During the last two weeks o f 
the sessio n, Walker perso nally 


pleaded behind clo sed do o rs 
with Ho use Demo crats to reject 
the Blair plan and v o te fo r his 
o wn tax -relief pro po sal. 
But Demo crats led by Assist­ 
ant Mino rity Leader Gerald 
Shea, D-Riv erside, and co n­ 
tro lled by Chicago May o r Rich­ 
ard J . Daley , v o ted fo r the 
Blair plan and it was sent to 
Walker. 
Walker argued that the tax - 
relief plan he signs sho uld be 
Demo cratic-spo nso red if the 
party ex pected to win majo r­ 
ities in the Ho use and Senate in 
No v ember 19 74 electio ns. 
Blair tied the sales-tax plan 
to o ne fo r creatio n o f a regio nal 
mass-transit sy stem in the Chi­ 
cago area. The mass-transit 


sy stem pro po sal failed after 
Demo crats amended it to em­ 
po wer the autho rity to impo se 
gas and public utility tax es and 
to raise tne sales tax in the six 
co unties affected by o ne-half 
per cent. 
Blair can call the plan fo r a 
v o te in the spring 19 74 sessio n. 
But the sales-tax cut had al­ 
ready been appro v ed by the 
Legislature and Walker is co n­ 
fro nted with a dilemma o n 
whether to sign it. 
Estimates it wo uld co st the 
state $16 6 millio n while Blair 
figures the co st is $15 0 millio n. 
Walker’s mo st generao us esti­ 
mate o f the amo unt o f tax re­ 
lief av ailable in his budget has 
been $110 millio n.

Co nno lly co ntended that Ke- 
ner may hav e been the subject 
o f illegal “ surv eillance activ i­ 
ties by FBI agents and White 
Ho use o perativ es” . 
Co nno lly filed a similar mo ­ 
tio n last Friday , but J udge 
Tay lo r denied that o ne, say ing 
the matter was o ut o f his hands 
and mo re pro perly within the 
jurisdictio n o f the U.S. Co urt o f 
Appeals.

Jenkins explains 1973 season 
Doesn't feel like playing 


Little Wesley was an ev ery day y ou ngster with a crooked, mis­ 
chiev ou s grin diffu sed among his nu merou s freckles. Wes lacked a 
cou p le of teeth, one the resu lt of an argu ment with his sister and the 
other becau se he was a 10-y ear-old boy . 
His p arents liv ed in Dix on in the heart of the Rock Riv er Val­ 
ley . The street and hou se are not relev ant. Ju st su ffice to say they 
were av erage middle-age p arents of an av erage y ou ngster in the 
y ear of 1972. 
Wes had one bad habit. “Nothing seriou s,” his mother once 
ex p lained to me, “bu t du ring the su mmer he is nev er home. His 
world ex ists of Rey nolds Field or any of the other baseball dia­ 
monds in town. He lov es to p lay ball.” 
Yes, Wes cou ld be fou nd between the white chalk lines on Rey ­ 
nolds or on one of the u nmarked diamonds sp rinkled throu ghou t the 
Petu nia City . He had neither learned to ap p reciate the cu rv aciou s 
y ou ng forms of female anatomy nor bu gged his father for a new 
mini-bike. 
That wou ld certainly come in the fu tu re when the fu zzy - 
cheeked y ou ngster began to matu re du ring his high school y ears. 
Bu t for now, the imp ortance of getting the game-winning hit, the 
clu tch home ru n or cru cial strike-ou t was all that really mattered. 
Wes cou ld recite all the lineu p s of ev ery major leagu e team, 
comp lete with manager and coaches. He kep t u p on all the nu mer­ 
ou s trades and deals that were consu mated in the major and minor 
leagu es. Baseball was his life—his reason for liv ing. 
Yet, Wes had one grip e with his city . “Well gee, dad,” Wes 
wou ld say in one of his rare seriou s moments, “ I wou ld lov e to 
p lay ball ev en more bu t as soon as the su n goes down there is no 
p lace where we kids can p lay . 
“The adu lts hav e Rey nolds Field. You know, with all the 
chu rch, 25 and ov er, city and A1 Morrison leagu es, we ju st don’t get 
a chance to p lay on a lighted diamond.” His father listened and ju st 
shru gged his shou lders, “I’m sorry , Wes, bu t with only one lighted 
diamond the nu mber of games that can be staged is already at ca­ 
p acity .” 
“Bu t dad,” Wes retorted, ‘‘if we really wanted to p lay ball and 
were really seriou s, wou ldn’t somebody listen to u s?” His father 
nodded affirmativ ely and said he wou ld talk with sev eral of his ac­ 
q u aintances du ring the winter to see if something cou ld be done to 
free more diamonds so the y ou ngsters cou ld p lay . 
After some seriou s thou ght, the only solu tion seemed to be 
the installaton of lights at a diamond so more nighttime games 
cou ld be p lay ed. Two p lay ing fields illu minated by artificial 
lighting cou ld conceiv ably su p p ort twice as many games as 
one. 
Feb. 8 ,197 3— “Gu ess what, Wes?” His father had rou sed Wes 
from a deep sleep . He ru bbed the dreams ou t of his ey es and grew 
v ery enthu siastic when his father annou nced the Dix on Park Board 
had accep ted the p lans and sp ecifications for the lighting of a sec­ 
ond diamond at Rey nolds Field. 
March 26 ,197 3— Wes was ov erjoy ed to learn two bids for p oles 
to erect the light standards were receiv ed and the bid of the Bell 
Lu mber and Pole Co. was accep ted by the Park Board. The nex t 
day , the p oles were ordered by telep hone. Wes threw his baseball 
cap into the air and shou ted, “ It’s only a m atter of a few weeks.” 
Only a matter of a few weeks. Bu t only nine weeks isitil A1 
Morrison baseball and all the other leagu es u nderway tied u p 
the lighted diamond at Rey nolds. Time was imp erativ e. 
The day s dragged by and still no p oles. Wes began to get wor­ 
ried bu t his father reassu red him the lights wou ld be in p lace before 
too long. “They p robably got the wrong size p oles or got the wrong 
flav or of wood,” were the reasons his father offered. 
“Well, I ju st hop e they get here so I can p lay ball this su mmer 
after the su n goes down. You know a kid can really get hu rt try ing 
to p lay baseball with no lights.” It sou nded a little like sou r grap es 
to Wes’s father, bu t he cou ld also see the logic in the argu ment. 
May 30, 1973— The p oles arriv ed. Wes was at Rey nolds 
Field, cheering on the men who u nloaded “his hop e for night 
baseball.” Boy , oh boy , only another week or so and then Wes 
wou ld get his chance. 
Ju ne 23, 1973— Wes and his father retu rned from the Park 
Board meeting. His father had a frown and Wes’s face was glu m. 
“Wait, wait, wait; that’s all they say is wait. When will they get the 
lights u p ?” 
Ju ly 24,197 3— 'Hie contractor p romises he will get the lights u p 
so “the fair city of Dix on” will not hav e to wait any longer. “ It’s 
something that shou ld hav e been done a long time ago” is the way 
he ex p lains it. 
Au g. 15 ,1973— “We shou ld hav e those lights u p before the 
end of the su mmer,” the contractor states. “We’v e ru n into a 
cou p le of u nforeseen delay s bu t we think we hav e ev ery thing 
straightened ou t.” 
Sep t. 24, 1973— Wes discov ers a mother rabbit and her 10 off­ 
sp ring hav e taken u p residence u nder the p oles su p p x >sedly ob­ 
tained to p u t lights on Rey nolds Field. Wes made the discov ery ear­ 
ly one morning after he lost his bat and ball try ing to p lay night 
baseball withou t lights. 
Oct. 25 , 1973— The contractor p romises to hav e the lights in­ 
stalled by Halloween. “We all know ou r children shou ld be p rotect­ 
ed by ev ery means p ossible and these lights will make Rey nolds 
Field one of the safest p laces for the kids to go trick-or-tresting.” 
(Editor’s note—he forgets to mention no one liv es at Rey nolds 
Field.) 
Nov . 18 ,1973— “We p lan to hav e those lights u p by Ihanks- 
giv ing,” the contractor states. “Ju st think of the beau ty —when 
y ou r relativ es gather y ou can take them ou t to Rey nolds Field 
and show them two of the best lighted baseball diamonds in 
Northern Illinois. And ju st think how thankfu l they will be.” 
Dec. 22,1973— Wes has only one wish for Christmas. His father 
has heard it rep eated ev ery day at dinner and ev ery night du ring 
bedtime p ray ers. “Oh man, I ju st wish those lights will get u p by 
nex t su mmer.” Wes’s father tells him to wish that Santa Clau s and 
his reindeer will erect the lights after all the Christmas p resents 
hav e been deliv ered. 
Dec. 31, 1973— Wes sits by the window on the last night of the 
y ear as the snowflakes gently swirl arou nd. The lights are not u p 
y et bu t Wes has high hop es. So Wes sits and waits and hop es and 
wishes. And Dix on waits and waits and . . .

chiatrists who interview the 
computer and human paranoids 
through a typewriter keyboard 
say the machine is as con­ 
vincing a paranoid as the hu­ 
mans. 
* 
Through small developments 
such as these, scientists at a 
dozen or so laboratories in the 
United States, Japan, Great 
Britain and the Soviet Union 
are probing how to mimic with 
machines the cognitive powers 
of man. 
Their purpose is to create an 
artificial intelligence through 
use of a computer capable of 
independent reasoning. 
The goal is not easy; so far 
thinking machines are crudely 
designed. 
But they go beyond the light­ 
ning calculations of the storage 
and retrieval of data—functions 
that have come to mark the use 
of 
the 
computer 
since 
it 
emerged 20 years ago. 
And their potential use has 


some scientists worried: com­ 
puters that mimic man’s rea­ 
soning powers not only could 
help eliminate routine, boring 
labor but also extend the ten­ 
tacles of a totalitarian state. 
“ Steadily, 
relentlessly 
the 
problems facing artificial in­ 
telligence are being solved. I 
think we will see progress es­ 
sentially without lim it,’’ pre­ 
dicted Marvin Minsky, an MIT 
scientist. 
Techniques in laboratories 
vary. But in general a comput­ 
er first is given basic instruc­ 
tions about problem-solving. 
These include recalling solu­ 
tions to past problems and ap­ 
plying this knowledge to future 
problems. Then the computer is 
given substantial information 
about its environment. 
In the M IT block world, the 
computer was told in detail 
about blocks—their size, color, 
shape and how they differ in 
handling 
characteristics.

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cube, for example, can’t be 
stacked on a pyramid. 
The computer next was given 
an English vocabulary so it 
could understand simple typed 
commands. Then came instruc­ 
tions about how to execute a 
command—what to do first, 
second and so on when given 
commands such as “ Pick up 
the large red block.” 
As scientists become more 
sophisticated in devising prob­ 
lem-solving techniques and util­ 
izing them with computers, 
they foresee vast potential for 
artificial intelligence. 
The 
earliest 
applications 
probably will be in assembly- 
line situations that are boring 
to humans but which never­ 
theless require the facility to 
reason. Mechanical arms such 
as those at MIT and Stanford 
could assemble components or 
make quality control checks. 
Development of a computer 
that understands spoken words 
and 
simulates 
speech—two 
areas 
now 
under 
intensive 
study—could make the comput­ 
er accessible to millions of 
people. 
Pilots approaching an airport 
could request weather informa­ 
tion and receive a reply from a 
computer assistant at the con­ 
trol tower. Patients could relate 
their symptoms to a computer, 
which then would assess them 
for the doctor. 
More distant is a machine 
that would deal in knowledge

and ideas, arranging, assessing 
and culling vast amounts of in­ 
formation before advising its 
human master about a forth­ 
coming decision. 
A businessman could make a 
difficult decision based on the 
advice of a computer that had 
studied and weighed the per­ 
tinent data in far more detail 
than a human ever could. A 
doctor could treat a patient on 
the advice of his computer, 
which had all the known medi­ 
cal information available as a 
basis for this advice. 
On one hand the rudimentary 
successes in the laboratory sug­ 
gest an idyllic society in which 
sophisticated machines extend 
each person’s potential aware­ 
ness of all available knowledge.

The Doctor Says: 


By LA W REN C E LA M B, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb— If a person 
eats two pounds of food, how 
much of this food turns into 
energy, and how much of this 
food becomes waste? Also what 
is the best natural food a person 
can take for relief of constipa­ 
tion? 
Dear Reader— It ’s not possi­ 
ble to answer your first ques­ 
tion exactly because of the 
enormous variatio n in the 
amount of calories in different 
types of food. Two pounds of 
lettuce don’t contain very many 
calories, but two pounds of lard 
contain over 7,000 calories. Two 
pounds of lean round steak 
muscle with all of the external 
visible fat removed contain 
about 1,200 calories. It ’s more 
than 70 per cent water. Lard 
contains no water and is all fat. 
The calories in a food de­ 
pends upon its water content, 
the amount of undigestible fi­ 
bers or the cellulose and finally 
the amount of protein, fat and 
carbohydrate present. There 
are nine calories per gram of 
fat and only four calories per 
gram of carbohydrate and pro­ 
tein 
(these 
are 
approxima­ 
tions ). Because these combined 
variables can 
influence 
the 
number of calories in a pound of 
food, there isn’t any substitute 
for learning the calories in a 
given weight or portion of the 
different common foods. 
As far as residue (waste) is 
concerned, this too depends on 
the kind of food. Ordinary table 
sugar has no fiber, cellulose or 
other such m aterial, in a 
healthy person it should be 
completely absorbed, leaving 
no food residue. 
Vegetables 
with a lot of cellulose material 
in them w ill leave residue. The 
same is true of cereal fiber. 
Regarding foods for the relief 
of constipation, the total prob­ 
lem of constipation, irritable or 
spastic bowel needs to be care­ 
fully reviewed by a doctor be­ 
fore you can make any recom­ 
mendation in a given case. 
Most often, when the total prob­ 
lem is resolved, for mainte­ 
nance purposes the best diet is 
one that includes quite a bit of 
bulk. This means whole grain 
cereals, vegetables, including 
the leafy vegetable variety, 
which have residue. Various 
raw fruits and fruit juices often 
help to improve function as 
well. 
Dear Dr. Lam b— What is 


Cheyne-Stokes? I know it is 
used in connection with a dying 
person. 
Dear Reader— It ’s a change 
in the rhythm and rate of respi­ 
ration. In recurring cycles, the 
respiratory rate gradually in­ 
creases in depth and rate and 
then it gradually slows and be­ 
comes very shallow. The respi­ 
ration may stop momentarily 
before there is again a gradual 
increase in rate and depth of 
breathing. This gradual waxing 
and waning in the depth and 
rate of respiration is most often 
seen in individuals in coma 
which may lead to death. Some­ 
times a form of it is observed in 
normal infants and even in 
healthy older persons. It has al­ 
so been observed in healthy in­ 
dividuals at high altitude and 
from certain drugs. 
Our respiration is controlled 
by respiratory centers within 
the brain. They respond to lack 
of oxygen and accumulation of 
carbon dioxide. With the build­ 
up of carbon dioxide and de­ 
crease in oxygen in the blood­ 
stream, the chemical stimulus 
to the centers m ay be great 
enough to reinitiate respiration. 
Thus, you get a gradual waxing 
and waning of the rate and 
depth of respiration in individu­ 
als with serious illnesses, par­ 
ticularly coma.
